THE EASTERN WAR. 



Tho sudden announcement of tho re- 
moval of Mahomet All from the command 
' of the Turkish Ufinubian army and the 
substitution of Suloimar Pasha took every 
one by BurpribO. Whatever may bo the 
cauaea of complaint against Mohomot Ali 
(who is a German) incompetency is not 
one of them. Ho succeeded the imbecile 
Abdul Korim, who allowed the Russians 
to cross the Danube and force their way 
through the Balkan Passes almost withou t 
firing a shot. He took the army when it 
was in a state of insubordination and 
semi-panic, restored its tone and weld- 
ed tho discordant olemeDts ind tribes 
represented ioits ranks into an homogen- 
ous whole. He fortified the hills abou* 
Plevna aDd drew together tho attenuated 
linos of bis army until they presonted a 
bold and impregnable front to tho enemy, 
who have thrown away two fine armies in 
attempts to turn his position. Suleiman 
Pasha, who succetls Mohemet Ali, is a 
good soldier. He made a good record in 
Sorvialast year and was driving the Mon- 
tenegrins last summer when he was re- 
called to Roumelia to assist Mehemet Ali 
in repairing the blunders of Abdul Ker- 
im. His attempts to drive tho Russians 
from Schipka Pass have not been success- 
ful, and ho has wasted many lives iu the 
effort. Why ho has been promoted over 
the head of Osman Pasha, who was sec- 
ond in command to Mohemot Ali and has 
■hown himBclf an ablo officer, can only bo 
conjectured. Perhaps it has been shown 
that tun failure at Hchipka was duo to Mo 
hemet Ali's orders. But wo should not 
be surprised to learn that the chango has 
had its origin in a determination of the 
Turks that a foreigner shall not win lau- 
rels in their armies. It wan this feeling 
that retained Hobart Pinna in Constanti- 
nople when the Russians crossed tbo Dan- 
ube; and it may prove tho means of pro- 
longing the war by giving the Ruesiaus 
sdnio temporary succossos. Tho Turks 
have resorted to tho doubtful eipe-diont of 
swopping horses while crossing a stream. 
We heuitate to prouonnco tho Russian cam- 
paign a failure. Itdoegnot follow that 
because success has not crowned their ef- 
forts during the first six months of the 
war that the Russians will net achieve 
suocess hereafter. A great deal will de- 
pend on the events of tho next fortnight 
which are likely to bo fraught with great 
interest and will virtually docide the cam- 
paign of 1877.

BRITISH BOARD OF TRADE RE- 
TURNS. 



The Board of Trade returns for August 
fail to confirm the indications of improve- 
ment which were exhibited iu those for 
July. The total declared valuo of the ex- 
ports is £17,740,662, against £17,962,881 
in August, 1870, and £19,418,876 in Au- 
gust, 1875. For the eight months the to- 
tal* are £149,511,841, £133,257,530, and 
£130,568,093-in 1875, 1870, and 1S77 re- 
spectively. The falling off last month was 
partly in cotton manufactures, piece goods 
being considerably less in quantity, main- 
ly from reduced shipments to Turkey and 
China ; the value, however, Bhows a slight 
increase. Cotton yarn diminished both 
in quantity and value. Iron and steel 
augmented in quantity, but decreased in 
value, cheaper cost having induced some 
orders from markets that had becomo to a 
certain extent depleted. With these ex- 
ceptions none of tho changes aro very 
noteworthy. In tho following items there 
is a falling off:*— Alkali, coals, earthen- 
ware, linen yarn, machinery,- saddlery, 
silk yarn, and woollen yarn. There is, on 
the other hand, an increase in apparel, 
bags, chemicals, copper, haberdashery, 
Hardware, liueu manufactures, telegraphic 
wire, tin, wool,- woollen ami worsted man 
ufactures, and " unonuinerated " articles. 
As rn^nrdn tho imports tho total vulno 
shows a slight ro'apse. being £31,944,411 
last month, ag>i;nst X'33.810,802 in Au- 
gust, 1876, and £31,200,145 in August, 
1875. Tho difference is entirely duo to 
smaller supplies of cotton, and also of 
mai/e. Tho import of whoat and other 
cereals, except Indian corn, has slightly 
augmented. There is a considerable re- 
duction in tea, but an incroasB in coffee, 
suffar and tobacco. Tho import of tea was 
onlv 23,359.303 lbs last month, against 
39.5G0.68b lbs in August. 1870, and 20,- 
506,844 lbs in August, 1875. 



It is tho miserable fato of "Prince 
Hals," in every age and country, rarely 
to hear the truth when they are alive, 
and still nioro rarely to have justice 
done after death fo such good qualities 
as they possessed. Tho many kindly 
stories which are now told, and which 
redound to tho Prince's credit, will 
pass away with their narrators, and it 
will be remembered only that thero 
was no friend to give him timely warn- 
ing of his imminent danger, and of tho 
gathering disfavor with which his 
widely-conspicuous life is beginning to 
be watched. "A city set upon a hill 
cannot be hid." It is certain that 
Albert Edward, Prince of Wales, has 
not a kinder or bravor heart, a nobler 
presence, a better understanding, or 
happier manner than dislinguised his 
predecessor, George IV. ; and how 
does that predecessor now live in 
English history? It has often been 
said of the Prince's father, that, by 
rcasou of a shy, unsympathetic man- 
ner, ho was loss popular in life than 
his genial son, who has a taste for 
Euglish sports and pursuits which his 
studious foreign-born father could not 
bo expected to sharo. But death, which 
shuts tho gate of envy, and causes 
men's deods to bo viewed through 
clear spectacles, has raised tho Prince 
Consort to tho highest pinnacle of hu- 
man esteem, because it is known of 
him that "whatover records leaps to 
light he nover shall bo shamed." 
Mournful, on the other hand, and hu- 
miliating is it to reflect what manner 
of records will "leap to light" so soon 
as tho Prince of Wales takes his place 
iu history. 

How far his Royal Highness may he 
tempted to under estimate the responsibi- 
lities of his position by tlie dangerous 
friends and blind counsellors, who assnio 
him that iu tho public eye a Prince can 
do no wrong, or that tho virtues of bia 
royal mother and of his wifo will cover a 
miiltitudo of personal indiscretions, is 
not for us to say. Twice might the heir 
apparent have beard the voice of serious 
—as it should have proved sufficient — 
warning. Between five and six years ago 
his almost unhoped-for recovery from an 
illness, of which tho very suspense dis- 
sipated tho revolutionary clouds that wero 
thickly gathering, seemed to afford him a 
new starting point. Tho samo opportu- 
nity may bo said to' have repeated itself 
on tho occasion of his visit to India. Nor 
is it yet too late; but there is an end ovon 
to the opportunities of Princes, and, 
therefore, it is that wo refuse to bear any 
longer our portion of the weighty respon- 
sibility attaching to a too servile and com- 
plaisant silence, which, should mischief 
supervene, will to tho next weueration ap- 
pear equally iucrediblo and ba^e— London 
World. 



An Oriental Incident.

Quebec, Sept. 20 — Among the many 
well known gentleman in town aro the 
Hon. P. Mitchell, M. P., and Senator 
Macpherson. 

This morning tho working; men, in ex- 
cavating tho cellar of the Basilica, imme- 
diately under tho sanctuary, discovered 
the coffin of Monf.gr De Laval, the first 
Roninn Catholic Bishop of the Diocese of 
Quebec, and in fact tho first Bishop in 
British North America. At tho time he 
was in poiver tho oonutry was uudor 
French rulo. Tho woodon coffin was en- 
eased in lead, and on tho outside of it was 
in plain, clear letlors, the following in 
Latin: — 

•' Hore roposesD.D. Francois DeLaval, 
first Bishop of Quebac,died tho 6th day of 
May, iu the year of our salvation 1708, in 
the eighty-sixth year of his ago, and tho 
fiftieth of his consecration. Rest iu 
poaoe." 

Word was sent to His Grnco tho Arch- 
bishop, who repaired to tho scone in com- 
pany with soveral of his clergy both from 
the city and country, and orderod tho ro- 
moval of tho lid, when the roinaina woro 
placed in a box. Thoy were at once soil- 
ed and removed to the vault of tho Semin- 
ary ohapel. 



Tho R usso-Turkish war revives an 
old story. A Turkish and a Russian 
officer once fell into a dispute as to the 
superiority in discipline of their re- 
spective soldiers. "I can prove to you 
on the spot," said tho Russian, "how 
perfectly our men are trained." And 
he called his orderly. "Ivan!" "Sir" 
"Go to Mohemet's, buy me a pound 
of tobacco, and come back at once." 
The soldier saluted, turned on his 
heel, and went out. "Now," said tho 
Russian officer, taking out his watch, 
"my orderly is walking strait to tho 
next corner, where he must turn — now 
he is turning — now he is opposite the 
white mosque— now he ia crossing tho 
maydau — now he is at Mehemet's— 
now ho is buying tho tobacco— now ho 
is coming back — now lie is on the 
block below us— now he is at the 
door --now"— and tho Russian called 
out: "Ivan!" "Sir." "Where's 
the tobacco ?" "Here, sir." Tho Turk- 
ish officer, showing no sign of sur- 
prise at the precision of this Russo- 
lobacco movement, promptly bioke 
out: "Ho, ho, my soldier can do that 
every day in tho week," and he called: 
"Muhctar!" "Sir." "Go to Ali Effen- 
di'a and see that you bring me a pound 
of tobacco. My pipe is empty." "In- 
stantly, sir." Following the tactics of 
the Russian officer, the Turk pulled 
out his watch aud wont on: 
"Now Muhctar is in the street; 
now ho is passing the palpooch 
bazaar; now it is noon and ho is saying 
his prayeis; now he is drinking at the 
stone fountain ; now Ali Effeudi hails 
him and asks about my health; now 
Muhctar is paying for the tobacco; 
now he is coming back by another 
way; now he is on our street; now he 
is at the door; now" — "Muhctar I" 
shouted the officer. "Sir." "Where 
is my tobacco ?" "I haven't found my 
shoes yet I" 



was falling. This he saoceo.ded in doing, 
striking tho ground with torrriblo force, 
which bounced him up, to be caught and 
pressed down by tho baloon. All of this 
was tho work of a moment. The crowd 
was literally paralyzed, women sickening 
and fainting, aud men unable, in their 
horror, to niovo.

With all tho aid nothing could bo accom- 
plished, and at 11.30 o'clock p.m. ha paid 
tho penalty of doath for his rocklossuesa.

On Mod lay last at noon the Pacific Mail 
Stonmship Company's steamer Constitu- 
tion, loft tbia port for San Francisco, hav- 
ing on board uorno 55 passengers and a 
quantity of produce and coal from Puget 
Sound and fish from Fraser River. All 
seems to have gono well until tho steamor 
arrived in the vicinity of San Francisco, 
when (as we learn from private telegrams) 
at midnight on Thursday a fire broke out 
on board.

Mr. Partridge made out tho copy and 
should get it signed. 

Mr. Pollard— When did tho constablo 
get tho summons ? 

Tho Constable— At 10:30 o'clock this 
morning. 

Mr. Pollard — Who handed you tho 
summons? 

The Constablo — Mr. Partridge handed 
me the summons, but I could not find 
McNeil this morning. 

Mr. Partridge was hore called and said 
the reason he did not givo the summons 
yesterday was because ono of them was 
not signed.

Mr. Pollard said thero appeared to ho 
great laxity if not something worse on tho 
part of the officers of the Court in this 
matter.

EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Oct . &. — Tho World Says 
Ex-Premier Steinberger of Samoa arriv- 
ed yesterday in tho Ameriquo from 
Havre. Being interviewed by 11 reporter 
ho said he hail been much abused in tbo 
papers without eiuso and hoped to refute 
the slanders before Congress at I he com 
ing session. He described and justified 
his oonrse from the beginning while in 
Samoa und says ho has coma home to 
obtain tho recognition of his official posi- 
tion as representative of tho United States. 
England is very desirous of obtaining 
possession of these islands and attempted 
to buy Steinberger out; but tho latter was 
too much' of an American to accept. 

Nuw York, Oct. 4,— All reporis agree that 
considerable ahu m has been felt in the 
oin at tho scarcity of Croton water. If 
another large tiro should oocur before a 
heavy rain fall it might bo impossible to 
control it. The lakes and reservoirs are 
much lower than ut any timo for four 
years. A stringent police order has been 
issued to prevent wa-te. Street sprinkling 
has been entirely stopped.

English Mail.

The latest reports about the 
potato crop in England aro the worst 
of all. According to the London 
"Garden" tho result is "total destruc- 
tion." For twenty years thero has been 
no attack of disense "so swift, so gen- 
eral and so complete: Large plotB of 
potatoes, sound nnd healthy to-day 
nro converted into masses of rotten 
steins aud putrid tubers to-morrow." 
The cropp looked very flourishing five 
weeks ago; but the almost incessant 
rains havo been destructive. Nothing 
but a severe drought cau save potatoes 
enough for seed. The prospect is 
gloomy in the extreme," 

From tho evidence of Inspector Wil • 
liamson it seems that the polico de- 
tectives' salaries were far less than has 
boeu stated. Inspector Clarke has 
been iu the service since 18-i0— thirty- 
seven years. He is senior chief 
inspector. His salary is £'27G a year. 
The salaries of Palmer nud Druscovitch 
are the same. Meiklejohn had a salary 
of £223, but an allowance from the 
Midland railway miulo it up to £300. 

The Prince of Wales is about to 
honour Yorkshire with a visit and will 
be the guest of Sir George Wombwoll, 
Bart, at Newburgh Park. His Royal 
Highness will arrive on Monday, the 
17th iust. , and will shoot over Sir 
George Wombwell's estate. A dis- 
tinguished party is expected to meet 
tho Prince. 

No evidence had been taken against 
Inspector Clarke when tho mail left. 
But he was in custody. Meiklojohn 
burst into tears when Clarke appeared 
in tho dock. 

The banquet to the survivors of the 
Balaclava charge of the Light Brigade 
will be repeated this year on 25th of 
next month. Lady Cardigan has, I 
believe, promised a large donation to 
help to meet the expenses, and it is 
expeoted that nearly 100 men will 
attend the dinner. 

Arrangements have been made by 
the Romford Local Board for the light- 
"ng of that town by oil instead of gas. 
This seems like a return to the old- 
fashioued plan, but the Romford au- 
thorities believe the change will result 
in tbe saving of expenditure and the 
better illumination of the streets, and 
imagine 'iio experiment* will be 
watched with considerable interest. 

John Carr aud Charles Martin, who 
are charged with stealing bonds of the 
value of £70,000 while iu transit from 
London to Palis, and feloniously re- 
ceiving Peruvian bonds of tho value of 
£20,000, have been brought up at the 
Mansion House. It was stated that 
tho Government had undertaken to 
prosecute the prisoners, aud that a 
reward of £3,000 would be offered for 
information and the recovery of the 
property still missing. Tho prisoners 
wore remanded. 
On the 7th September, a large portion 
of the establishment of Messre, John- 
stone, the geographical publishers iu 
Edinburgh, was totally destroyed by 
fire, and a great part of the valuable 
stock wasrendered useless. Tho loss 
is estimated at £12,008.
